Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Discussed 
the Drawings filed 09/1 3/00 and the Specification, Examiner noted that the Drawings as filed appear informal and 
irrelevant to the Specification. Addtionally, it was noted that the Specification improperly contains figures and a lacks a 
proper brief description of the drawings. Applicant advised that a supplemental amendment would be filed to address 
these issues. Additionally, the SPE-approved recommendation of claims 16 and 21 or 17 and 22 to be incorporated 
into respective independent claims in order to place application in condition for allowance was discussed. Applicant 
advised that the supplemental amendment would include incorporation of claims 16 and 21 into claims 10 and 18, with 
the addition of new claims reciting former claims 10 and 18 incorporating claims 17 and 22.
